Should tha Cati-ou bill passed by tlie

An Avowed and Rampant Anarchltt .Mor 
lien HI* Father, HU Mother, His Wif< 

and HIm Thrpr l>aii|;ht<'rx ami Tlifii V.nd: 
HU Own Kxlstrnce — Details of tht 
Woody Crime. 

Chicago, Feb. 6.— For tlie third timt 
ill thin city within a year a man ha: 
murdered all the members of his familj 
.iiid then completed his awful work hj 
• ukiiig his own life. The last to com 
luit the appalling crime is ^harc 
Klatke, an arowed and rampant an- 
archist, and his work transcends in calm 
deliberation, cold cruelty and genuinf 
butcher work anything' that went be 
fore. Not only did be kill his wife aud 
children, but murdered hlf father and 
mother as well. 

The crime was committed between E 
o'clock Tuesday night and 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning — at what hour nc 
one knows. Klatke, who was a carpen- 
ter, living at 207 Hertau avenue, first 
shot and killed his aged father ami 
mother, his wife and thre«- children, 
and then, putting the revolver to hi.' 
own bead, fell dead close to the bedside 
uf two <^f his ni ordered daofiuers. 
The dead are: 

Richard matte, oaipentar, 18 yean 

old. 

KatheriiM Klatka. bis wife. SI yean 

old. 

Johann Klatke, hla father, 78 yean 

old. 

Wilhelmina Xlatka, his motkar, 71 

years old. 
Mina Klatke, daughter, 9 years old. 
- Hannah Klatke, daughter, 8 years 
old. 

Emma Klatke, daughter, 7 years old. 
The first intimation of the terrible 
tragedy was gained by Adolph Schmidt, 
a carpenter, who lives in the house just 
west of that occupied by the Klatki>.- . 
when he called shortly after 7 o'clock in 
the morning to get Klatke to go to work 
with him. Schmidt knocked at the dooi 
of tho house and could get no response. 
He went to the little wiiulow and looked 
ill. The little room which served the pur- 
pose of kitchen, diuingroom and parlor 
was deserted. Schmidt grew alarmed, 
tor the family was usually stirring 
ci.riy, and being unable to get lu 
t lu-ongh the door, ne shattered the win- 
now iMiue. Thrusting his head aud 
BJiuuliiers through the opening he peci-ed 
iuto the quiet house. 

llirongb the door that led to the sleep- 
ing room of the olu couple, Schmidt 
coiud see the iifclese luce of old Johann 
Kiutke, his gray hair uud beard matted 
wit.i ulriod that had flowed from a 
\,- MiiKi near the left temple.

'I'he mother was lying on tier 
Moe, in an unnatural position, suj,'Kest- 
iiig the jKissihility of a struggle, but the 
i.idd was lying as natui'ully as thoiiiili 
she had just dropped asleep, aud the 
l»eoek,th»s wt'K' not deranged: 

111 tlie (lark, insid*' chamber, bac-k of 
the old people's bed room, a still nuuo 
hiiUH)us sight presented itself. Fating 
the door, half stretched upon the floor 
half leaning against a trunk, lay the 
murUerer of his family. Beside hiiii 
was a ixwl of bhxxl that had flowed 
from u bullet wound in his temple. In 
tlu' biid by tii.' wall lay two pretty little 
girls, their faces staine<l witii bloo<i, for 
they too had been shot through tlie 
htW. 

As soon as Schmidt had taken in this 
scene he rushed from the house, crying 
that the whole Klatke family hud been 
murdered. 

Carl Braun, a neighbor, heard tlie 
cries of Schmidt, aud rau to sninmon 
the police, Solunidt being too OTeroome 
with horror to do anything. When tho 
police arrived they took possession of 
the house and sent at one for a doctor. 
Di-. l<Uend arrived shorty, but not a 
vestige of life remained in any of the 
bodies a»d m^4^ a sji i ntapidi was use- 
letis. 

The last seen of Klatke by anyone out- 
side his own family was between 8 and 
9 o'clock Tuesday ni^t, when he called 
at Schmiiit^s house and made arrange- 
ments to go to work with Schmidt in 
the morning. Klatks had been out of 
work for some time and Sohmldl had 
just secured him a Jpb.' 

The cause of the tragedy is unknown. 
Klatke liad been doing vei^ little work 
of late, and devoted more time to hang 
iug arouid saloons and dennuiuiiiK 
American institutions than in luuking 
for it. His wife, however, wa.s u haid 
working woman, and by her labors over 
the washtuh managed to keep the fam- 
ily iioiii ubtioluto want. 

On the wall of tbo living room of 
Klatke's house hang two pictures which 
tijil their own sUAy. Uue of the pic- 
tures represents tho Goddess of liberty 
holding % red fiim, with men and fgrher saff^^ 



womi'ii al-o Iieaiing the red oadge of 
anarchy crowding u< tlie base of the fig 
nil'. I he other picture represents Gov 
ernur .Mt^eld pardoning the oondeouMd 

.man hists. 

Kathei iiic Klafk''. thi' imirilered wif( 
had tiecn the main siijiiMiit uf the fam- 
ily fur montlis past. While the police 
uiaiiitain Uiat the murderer was a 
worthless loafi'r who wouhl rat ! ; talk 
anarchy than work, neiglilKus the 
dead family say that Klatke was . iiven 
to desperation by his inability to secure 
work. Tuesday evening he is said to 
have visited a saloon, where he re 
marked: 

"Well, life is not worth living, any 
way. 1 aai tired of it, and am gfid it is 
not for long.'' 

As far as can be discovered, this is the 
only intimation, if such it was, that he 
gava of hill intention. 



BIDDERS FOR BONDS. 



T(»)y Overwhelm the Treanary Department 

at W.-iMhIngtiin, 

Washi.wton, Fell. Ii.- Four thou.sand 
si.x hundreil and forty six bids for f-j.-iS, 
2tiU,U50 worth of bonds: Such is th<4 
tremendous total of the subsoiptions 
opened at the treasury department yeS' 
terday in accordance with the terms of 
the call issued a inunth ,if:o invitint; 
proposals for .■*IOO,(KJO,(KK.) of United 
States four-per cent bonds, to run for 
ao years from Feb. 1, 1896. These fig 
ures do not include about |120,000,000 
of "crank" bids, rejected as bogus. The 
immense offerings astounded experts. 

The bids liti rallv swain])ed the treas 
ury department wViich wa.s so taken by 
surprise that, although extra clcrk.s had 
b«^en hurriedly drafted, tli(> work of 
tabulating the liids were not com]ili te 
aud it is im|K>ssible to tell with detinitt 
nes.s how many bids and for what ag- 
gregate' has been received at figures in 
advance of the upset jirice of 110.68?: 
at which a syndicate comiio.sed of J. P 
Morgan & Company. Harvey Fisk & 
Company aud the Deutsche Bank o1 
Berlin otfered to take the whole loan 
The bids raiigt'd from par uj) to a singh 
$^>0 bid at LM). It is impossible there- 
fore to say at this time how the award; 
will be made. 

Treasury offi( ials regard the loan as a 
complete success, both as to the popular 
subscription featm-e and the prices ob 
tained. Bids came from several tliou 
iand individuals aud from hundreds of 
national banks and other banking insti- 
tutions. Nearly all the leading New 
York bankers and big insurance com- 

Kinies were represented in the list of 
dders, hut with fsw exceptions they 
were ontmaneuvered by the Morgan 
syndicate. 

Owing to the confusion caused by the 
magnitude of the offerings and the con 
sequent delay in classifytiig and sohed 
uliug the bids, any auuioritative state 
ment of the policy that will be pursued 
can not be made at this time. As the 
great hulk of the offerings were below 
the Moraan figure, it is beUered that 
the syndicato headed by the great New 
York banker win be accepted for at least 
$.~)0,000,000 and possibly more. In any 
event, no bid below the ^dicate rate 
1 10.6877, will be accepted, as that rate 
covers the entire loan. 

It is understood that Mr. Morgan will 
procure a port of the gold from abroad 
and will not need to deplete the treas 
ui^ to furnish any part of the gold 
called for under his bid. There were a 
vast number of bids for figures fraction- 
ally rising above 1 10, but under the 
Morgan figure and for amounts aggre- 
gating Mitllcieiit to take up the entire 
loan, .\iiioiig them were the offers of 
the Stewart and .McOall syndicatrs in- 
cluding the big insurance, banking and 
trust companies of New York city 
w Inch stuod ready to take huge blocks 
of bonds at tiguies in excess of prii'es 
named a week ago as high mark t\ir 
lont; lots. 

.Se .ctary Carlisle was greatly please*! 
at the succes.-, of the bond oft'erings. H<- 
said no detiiute statement could bo 
made as yet concerning the awards to 
succe.ssful bidders, nor how far, if at 
all, he would exercise his optiim or re- 
jecting any or all bids. 



THE ANNE KE JANS CLAIMANTS. 

Thren anndred of Them Meet and Porin 

Mu A*soriutlon. 

Cl.KVEi.AM), Feb. II.— Three hundred 
claimants to shares in the alh^ged Aii- 
nekc .Jans estate, which is said to con- 
sist partly of 192 acres in the heart of 
New York city, met in Cleveland yes- 
terday, representing associations of the 
so-called heirs in Ohio, Indiana. Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota. Iowa, California, 
Fenn.sylvauia, New York, New Bruns- 
wick, Holland and Italy. Their idea is 
to form one great international corpora- 
tion to flght for tho property, which is 
worth many million dollurs. Their chief 
oiiponoiit is the corporation of Trinity 
cliurcli, New York. 

They decided to incorporate under the 
laws of Ohio. Their organization will 
be known as the Anneke Jans Interna- 
tional union and w ill have a capital 
8to<!k of 110,000. Temporary oflBoers 
were elected as follows; President, S. 
W. Bailey, Sioux Falls, la. ; vice presi- 
dent, E. F. Vanvechten, Milwaukee; 
secretary, Miss Mary 0. Franohi, New 
York. Tlie entire session was devoted

In the Joint ballot for .Senator the roll 
call showed 134 present, Clark and Lay, 
and Furnish and Hinton being paired, 
llolloway started the break in the anti- 
Blackburn column by voting for Black- 
burn in a speech of explanation, which 
was wildly cheered. Hayward followed 
up the break by a similar vote. 

Stee called out "Hunter," and the Re- 
publicans went wild with entliiigiasm. 
Weissinger voted for Carlisle, and cheers 
again cam« from the Bepablican dde. 
Carroll voted for Carlisle. Poor voted for 
Bate. The ballot resulted: Hunter 66, 
Blaokbnrn 6S, Oariiala 8, MoOiMqr 2, 
Batal. 

The credantlati of BepreMntativc-elei t 
Beckham were preMnted to the House 
yesterday moraiug by Mr. Hiles and Mr. 
Beckham was then sworn in. He drove 
sixty miles through the country to arrive 
in time to vote for Senator.

Senator Ogilvie made his appaaranca 

on the floor of the Senate yesterday morn- 
ing for the tirat time.
